NOTE: Applicant's proposed amendment after final rejection, filed on 08/1 1/2008, is acl<nowledged, tiowever, if entered 
would present new issues for consideration and/or search. In the amendment filed on 08/1 1/2008, Claims 5 and 6 have added limitation of 
"and an optionally included tag sequence", wherein said added limitation can be any sequence added in any place of the recited amino acid 
sequence (i.e., 1587-1668 or 1596-1668 of SEQ ID NO: 1), which broadens up a structure of claimed substrate polypeptide. Thus, said 
new limitation(s) in Claim 5 or 6 would require new consideration and create new issues.
